twenty five herds of common dairy 
cows In a certain sec tion of the state. 
aud the dais code* ted by the census 
laker (iii some Instances be might well 
have officiated in the capacity of cow 
undertaken are lllumlmaiiug to quite a 
degree, so much so that they will boid 
in any section of the country where 
dalr.vlng is followed. Of tbs tweuty 
five herds there was a variation in re­ 
turns running all the way from 835 
profit tier heud lo a loss of $8.03 per 
head, uot counting th* value of the 
fertiliser or the calf. aud It la likely 
Hist calve* from such cows wouldn't 
amount to much for any purpose. One 
man 
who 
milked 
eighteen 
cows 
through the year realized the maguifl 
cent sum of 7D cern* a head uet for 
bis labor; another who milked eighteen 
head was out of [locket 30 cents a head 
ta a result of his dairy G yrations (be 
bad develo|*ed good forearm muscles. 
however!, while a third who milked 
twelve cows through the year lost 
85.84 on each animal kept The cows 
of the da try man who netted $35 per 
bead were grade Jerseys and Guern­ 
seys, while th-me who lost money In 
their ulceration* or made but little 
were scrubs or grades of a beef rather 
than u dairy breed. Iu a majority of 
cases scrub aire* of unknown or beef 
parentage were used. aud little or no 
effort wa* made to Improve the milk 
log capacity of the herd, as the results 
above Doted clearly indicate. But Ova 
abos were used in these tweuty-flve 
cases, and with these the results were 
vitiated because the silage was fed to 
cows of no pronounced milk capacity. 
The |»olnters to be got from a census 
of this kind ara plain for any man 
who has th* primal sense to compre­ 
hend simple fact*—first, for success In 
the dairy bus in ch* cows of a pronounc­ 
ed dairy tyjie should be kept and pure 
bred sires of kuowu ancestry used; 
se* oud. a record should be kept of 
each animal in the herd so that tbs 
owner may knox* Just what return abe 
b* giving; third, silos should be in­ 
stalled to gel the most value out of the 
corn crop, and. lastly, aa large a per 
cent as possible of tbs protein requlr- 
j ad In the ration should tee furnished 
j by borne growu clover, alfalfa or other 
legumes. Other things should be kept 
In mind Lu the dairy business, but the 
following of the four suggestions g1v- 
en would revolutionize the dairy bus!

P. Swaxey, Republican, in the Second 
district. 
Chairman Boyd, of the Republican 
state committee, admits thgt the elec­ 
tion of Representative Edwin C. Bur­ 
leigh in the Third district is in doubt, 
with at least an even chance of the 
election of Samuel W. Gould, of Skow­ 
hegan, 
Democrat. 
Representative 
Frank EL Guernsey, of Dover, in the 
Fourth district, is probably sate, al 
though hard pressed by George M. 
Hanson, Democrat, of Calais. 
Plaisted has carried nearly all of 
the cities and large towns, while even 
in the country distric ts the tvmoc rats 
have made great gains, and Plaisted's 
plurality may be 10,000. 
The 
reelection of Representative 
Frank E. Guernsey to congress is in 
doubt, and reports from Piscataquis, 
Aroostook and Washington counties 
indicate the election of George «M.
